A movement to send $700,000 in 
go'.d from the Louisville banks to the 
Treasury to exchange fcr papei 
money has come to an end, because 
the Treasury officials would not 
agree to return light weight coins, 
instead of deducting five cents for 
each grain short from abrasion. The 
Louisville bankers, it seems, pre- 
ferred to shovp dishonest dollars on 
the unsuspecting public aud put 
these light weight coius into circula- 
tion again at their face value. 

Rev. D. F. Kerr was the Republi- 
can candidate for the legislature in 
the Bowling Green district, and dur- 
ing the campaign E. M. Seely made 
affidavit that he had seen Kerr shav- 
ing in a negro barber-shop, not pat- 
ronized by white people.

The object of this bill is to attract to 
the Service the very best intellectual 
talent that the country affords, 
needed to discharge efficiently 
duties of the postal clerk, which 
a severe strain bodily and mentally 
upon the men so engaged. Under 
tho present organization, mtfh are 
dropped from the ranks when dis- 
abled either by disease contracted in 
the discharge of duty, or injury in 
■ -case of death from such, 
— made for those 



deceased. This 
is not followed out by any except the 
government, and by them only with 
regard to this, the most important 
branch of the government. The 
government is by the people and for 
the people. The people want the 
men best suited to the discharge of 
delicate duties, to be placed in office, 
and when we consider that a single 
error made by a clerk may damage 
immensely the business interests of 
an entire community and even pre- 
cipitate a panic, then the impor- 
tance of having the best men is seen. 
Suppose among the thousands of let- 
ters handled daily on large lines a 
clerk missends to Richmond, Va., a 
Dackage of bank letters for Rich- 
mond, Ind. gathered up from local 
offices some of them far removed from 
any telegraph station, and in cases 
(which occur every day) when the 
poor farmer after being put off 
lor weeks, has received payment fin- 
nally in time— provided all works 
well — to get his check to Richmond, 
Ind., to meet a note which otherwise 
will at once go to protest and ruin 
his credit. What is true of farmers 
is true to all classes. 

I would also appeal to the young 
folks. Many an engagement has 
been broken by the receipt of a letter 
just a little too late. Many a life has 
been ruined and many a moral wreck 
i. How can these things be 
avoided in just manner? By giving 
to the R. M. S. such advantages as 
will attract to its ranks active men. 

n mind and body, hearty, vig- 
orous and keen, with a ruthless weed- 
ing out of the inefficient, or reduction 
to their proper level, where the duties 
are comneasurate witht heir abilitiep. 

The business community is always

True our service contains even tin-" 
der present circumstances, very good 
men, but even they are inadequate. 
For much is expected of them and 
the business community has at stake 
interests far too large to allow these 
men to be overworked and thus pre 
maturely driven out because rendered 
inefficient by excessive duties. Often 
a man is retained in office after he 
cannot give the people the benefits 
provided for them by the Postoffice 
Department. The character ofthe work 
and not the quantity Bhould detei 
mine the force to be employed, and 
no run is so unimportant as to be 
made the fat berth of some inefficient 
political henchman, but demands 
fficieut, experienced clerk, trained 
ome large line on which he rit 
from the position of "helper" to clerks 
of greater experience, and makes h: 
first essay under the eyes of a con 
petent trainer. At present instead of 
the large lines training for the less 
heavy local lines the reverse is th< 
case, and the tyro is put into a car t< 
"play the devil" with mail until ft 
familiar with the distribution as to-be 
efficient. Meanwhile the community 
bears the brunt of his inexperience 
Very light runs like that of the Gra- 
cey and Clarksville branch should be 
reserved for old men who love the 
service and prefer a run of that char- 
acter to retirement at half pay.

St. Louis on the L. & N.; there are 
not enough men ou them to work the 
mail down fine and make proper dis- 
position when running late. The N, 
and St.L. works five States; Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Indiana, Illinois and Mis- 
souri; and they separate (that is, start 
mail from stand points to he worked 
by othtr lines,) Alabama, Georgia, 
Florida, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Iowa and Michigan. To do this 
there are two men to a crew, with a 
helper between Evansville and Nash- 
ville. The Evansville and Hopkins- 
ville work three Indiana. Kentucky 
and I think Tennessee. One man to 
ew. How can they do themselves 
justice! 

The army and railway mail service 
stand peculiarly related, the one to 
the other. Privates and officers alike 
are placed on pension l'sts and retired 
lists. A private may be most notor- 
ious for disorderly conduct, yet when 
injured is entitled to a pension. Let 
a postal clerk be injured, however 
moral, and how is he treated? Let 
him fall sick, contract disease, and 
what becomes of him and family? 

Now let private "Mike" get hurt 
while on a drunk and he receives free 
medical attention, drugs, clothing 
and quarters. Why? Because he 
is a soldier who occasionally perils 
his life in suppressing a riot and is a 
member of our great standing army. 
What does he do generally? Zero. 
Others think for him. He supplies 
a questionable safeguard. 

But the clerk, he must exhaust his 
mind in thinking out the best dispo 
siticn of mail and still work harder 
than the veriest private on fatigue 
duty. He combines the duties of 
General of Division and private in a 
hot campaign, yet, he when unable 
to work aright must find other means 
of supporting those who are dear to 
him as the soldier's offspring. 

He is in greater danger than a sol- 
dier. Is in danger oftener than a 
soldier. He risks his life every day, 
the soldier occasionally.. 

Then why this distinction? We 
rork harder and our duties are more 
mportaut. We are in greater danger 
nd in danger all the time. We can- 
not even run, as the soldiers can. The 
Impending disaster is to us unan 
uounced. It comes unheralded. 

Business men, you know • the im- 
portance of your correspondence to 
you and others. Will you allow it to 
be handled by incompetent tyros and 
over-worked men, or will you see to 
it that right men, and enough of 
them to do the work, are attracted, 
not driven by force of circumstances, 
;o the service? You elect Con 
3ssmen, would it not be well to see 
it that they look after your inter- 
ests in this important matter?

EXCITING RACE IN FLORIDA 

Railroad Train Chases a Panther That 
Was Chasing a Deer. 

C. C. Taylor, engineer of the Pablc 
railroad, has pulled a throttle for 
36 years, and during that time has 
had many uovel experiences; but re- 
cently he had one that has no par- 
allel in his life's history. 

It was during the run from Pablo 
to Jacksonville. Conductor R. Rom- 
ero pulled the bell cord to leave 
Pablo at Ave p. m. The train 
slipped out of the depot and 
sped for home. About eight miles 
this side of Pablo is Cedar swamp— 
a tangled morass, in which bear, 
wildcats, deer, and even panthers 
have been often killed. When about 
half-way through the swamp an im- 
mense buck, wild-eyed and lathered 
with sweat, made a clean leap ol 
25 feet onto the track, within 60 feet 
of the engine. An instant later 
there was a crash in the underbrush 
and out of it came an immense 
panther, running so fast that he 
seemed to be level with the ground. 
He was so eager to catch the game 
ahead of him that he had no eye for 
the train. 

Passengers in the five conches did 
not know of the exciting race going 
on ahead of the cowcatcher, but they 
did notice that there was a series of 
quick and successive jerks, and that 
the train was spinning along through 
the swamp at a whizzing pace. It 
was at this time that Engineer Tay- 
lor resolved to take a hand in the 
race himself. He pulled the throttle 
wide open and the little engine fairly 
humped herself.

WILL BE NO ADAM THERE 



To Be Excluded from Dr. Walker's 
.» Garden of Eden. 



The Noted Dree* Reformer to Found • 
Colony In Which Man Shall Have 
No Part -A Home for 
Obomer GlrU. 

Dr. Mary Walker, who forty years 
ago preached the gospel of dress re- 
form to the women of this country, 
and who was arrested in many cities 
for dressing and appearing in public 
in male attire, is the apostle of a 
scheme for the bloomer girls, says 
the New York Herald. 

Dr. Mary has bought a farm con- 
taining one hundred and thirty-five 
acres of land seven miles west of 
New York city, and proposes to form 
a colony in which man shall have no 
part. Only women who will bind 
themselves to a life of celibacy while 
members of the community and to 
wear bloomers for life are to be eligi- 
ble. They will work the farm in a!l 
its details, plant and harvest the 
crops, dispose of them in market 
and take care of the stock. 

"We will all live in a large, com- 
modious farmhouse, for which I have 
plans prepared," Dr. Walker said. 
"Every member will have her own 
room. Portieres will take the place 
of doors. Steam will be employed 
for heating purposes, and there will 
be bathrooms and every convenience 
to be found in a well-regulated and 
modern house. 

"I shall give my personal super- 
vision to the establishment. Mem- 
bers, however, will elect officers 
twice a year to conduct it. There 
will be an auditing board to look 
after all accounts, an improvement 
board to look after improvements to 
the property, and a governing board. 

"It shall be the duty of the chair- 
man of the latter to report all infrac- 
tions of rules by members. There 
will be two judges chosen. One will 
have powers similar to a police mag- 
istrate; the other will have a posi- 
tion analogous to our general term. 
Those accused of infractions of the 
rules will be tried by a jury of five, 
and, if not satisfied with the judg- 
ments of the lower courts, they can 
appeal to me. 1 will sit as a court 
of last resort. 

"The rules of evidence as govern- 
ing our state judiciary will apply. 
There will be no imprisonments; all 
ishments will consist of with- 
drawal of privileges for a certain 
length of time. If we should get 
into our fold undesirable women, 
who flirt or gad abouL with men 
when they go to market, or on other 
I, they will, after suitable 
ling, be expelled. All females 
of good character, between the ages 
of fifteen and thirty-five years, are 
eligible for membership. I am cer- 
tain that the farm can be made to 
support fifty or seventy-five persons. 

'Each member will have a share 
in the profits after the expense for 
board and clothing has been deduct- 
ed. The remainder will go into a 
general fund for betterments and 
the purchase of adjoining lands, if it 
is deemed necessary and the commu- 
nity grows as rapidly as I believe it 
will. I have not decided whether it 
would be wise to exact an initiation 
fee or not. If it is so decided it will 
be comparatively small. 

"Any member will, after three 
years in the community, be eligible 
to retire, taking with her the amount 
of the initiation fee, if one has been 
charged, and seven-eighths of her 
share of the earnings, the other 
eighth to go into the general fund. 

"My great object is to educate 
and to turn out new women, as the 
newspaper men term them. They 
will be women who have governed 
themselves. I expect lots of politics 
in the community, and the members 
will soon be able to hold their »wn, 
I warrant, with some of the so-called 
statesmen of the present day. 

"Besides, it will not all be farm 
work. There will be many hours 
each day for study, and the curricu- 
lum will be as broad and extended 
as that in any of our universities. 
There will be frequent lectures in a 
large assembly room that I propose 
to have, and current literature, poli- 
tics and questions of the day will be 
discussed. The members can ride 
bicycles, and a namber will be kept 
for their use. 

"There will be horses, but no aide 
saddles. My girls will ride astride, 
as do the men, and 1 predict that 
three years of life in our Institution 
will make the members the peer of 
any man physically or mentally. I 
wiil not make rules that will defy 
the laws of nature and exert pledges 
binding tor lire. That ot dress win 
be the only life pledge that will be 
asked. 

"I expect that many of those who 
come to us will go forth from our 
tutelage to enter the homes of men 
to become wives and moth, 
When such tirce comes they will 
know how to be both, and how to 
raise and educate families that 
reflect credit upon the nation of new 

women."
